Action line 


Is the James A. Lister who is a county 


jailer the same person who has entered 
suit against Navarro County in Federal 
Court? How much is estimated the lawsuit 
will cost the taxpayers of Navarro County? 


James A. Lister, currently a county 


jailer, is one of several plaintiffs in the suit 
in Federal Court seeking redlstricting of 
the Navarro County precincts. That suit 
will be heard in Federal Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes' court in Dallas on April 6. 


Asst. District Attorney David Ralston 


said Lister was hired after that suit was 
filed on the basis of his qualifications for 
the job and nothing else. 


"Mr. Lister was qualified for the job, 


and that's why he was hired as jailer," 
Ralston said. "The fact that he was a party 
to a suit against the county had no bearing 
on that decision. He wasn't hired because 
of that and he wasn't refused employment 
because of that." 


Working for the county "doesn't have 


anything to do with such a suit," Ralston 
said. 


He said it is still too soon to estimate the 


total cost of that suit, for which Dallas 
Attorney Earl Luna was hired to represent 
the county. 


In small claims court, what is the 


procedure for filing a suit for debt? Do you 
have to offer proof of debt before you can 
file such a suit? 


The procedure for filing such a suit, 


according to Justice of the Peace J. H. 
Tip ton, is for a complain tan t to give a 
sworn, oral statement stating that the debt 
is owed. 


That, he said, is the only proof that is 


required at the time the suit is filed. 


Which court such a suit is filed in 


depends on the amount of the debt, he said. 
If the debt is from $1 to $150, the suit is filed 
for a fee of $7 and the sworn statement that 
the money is owed you. 


If the debt is between $150 and $200, the 


case is filed with the Peace Justice in 
Justice Civil court, for a fee of $14. The 
same sworn statement that the money is 
owed you is required here. 


The Texas Highway Department is in 


the process of running a water line from 
one-half mile north of Richland Creek to 
about six miles south on 1-45. This water 
line comes within 60 feet of my property 
line, but I am told that I cannot get water 
from this line. I would like to know why 
not? This project is sponsored by state tax 
money. Where is the rural development 
that I hear so much about? 


The water line you mention is being in- 


stalled solely to supply water to new 
comfort stations being built at the roadside 
park between Richland and Streetman, 
according to Jack London, the Highway 
Department's resident engineer here. 


"We are not constructing a general 


water supply,!' London explained, "and 
this is not a rural development project. We 
will be purchasing water through an 
agreement with the Angus Water Supply 
solely to supply the comfort stations at 
that one park." 


London said also that the two-inch pipe 


being installed would not be large enough 
to supply both individual customers and 
the comfort station. 


"We hate it that we're bringing water 


out there and yet we aren't able to supply it 
to individuals," he said, "but that's not 
what this project was intended to do." 


Action Line Feedback: Dewey Grimes, 


owner of Golden Circle Exterminators, 
has taken exception to a part of Sunday's 
Action Line answer concerning a termite 
complaint uv Wortham. That column 
quoted him as saying that he could not 
drive out termites already colonated in- 
side the woman's wall and floor. 


Instead, Mr. Grimes today said that the 


damage done by those insects was present 
but thet the insects themselves were not. 


If the insects had been physically 


present, he said, he could have easily rid 
her home of those. He further said that, 
although he is willing to discuss the matter 
with the woman, he doesn't feel that any 
compromise is proper since he is not 
responsible for the damage done prior to 
his assuming the contract or after the 
woman terminated the contract. Sunday's 
column stated that he was willing "to see if 
there is any compromise suitable" to both 
the woman and his firm. 


I have put my confidence in a pest 


control service, paid for their services, 
and they have let the termites eat my hard 
wood floor in my dining room. What can I 
do about this? 


Action Line checked with the Golden 


Circle Exterminators, the company you 
named, and learned that that company 
took over an existing contract that you 
had with another pest control service. 


As explained by owner Dewey Grimes, 


his company took over the existing ac- 
counts of a Wortham firm which closed 
when the owner died some years back. 


He said he could not be responsible for 


damage done under the care of that other 
service, and that termites had already 
colonated inside your walls and floors 
when he took the contract. 


Although he did his best, he said he was 


unable to drive the insects from your 
home, and that a relative of yours ter- 
minated his maintainance contract last 
August when he came for his annual visit. 


As that contract has lapsed, it is un- 


certain what you can do to correct the 
problem. Mr. Grimes said he would be 
glad to talk with you if you wish to call him 
to see if there is any compromise suitable 
to you both. 


The state's Structural Pest Control 


Board maintains a district office and in- 
spector in Ennis who investigates com- 
plaints of improper service, Mr. Grimes 
said. His name is Fred M. Menton, Rt. 2, 
Ennis. You can also contact the SPCB in 
Austin to file such complaints.

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Culwell yearns to proceed with education job

Relaxing for the first time in more than a week, Mark Culwell 


took a minute from the nearly around-the-clock job of main- 
taining order at Corsicana High School to reflect on his brief but 
hectic tenure as chief of local schools. 


Less than three full days after he was named school 


superintendent, CHS was racked with the student unrest and 
spotty fighting that has kept Culwell in nearly perpetual motion, 
meeting with students, parents, police, school officials, and 
others in an apparently successful effort to short-circuit any 
serious violence at the school. 


Looking more exhausted than anything else, he smiled when 


asked if his first week on the job had discouraged him. 


"Discouraged?" he repeated, smiling. "No, I don't think I'm 


discouraged about the job. 'I'm past ready for this business (the 
unrest) to be over, but I'm not discouraged about the job. I 
haven't had time to actually do the job under normal cir- 
cumstances, so I really couldn't be discouraged." 


ASKING HIS STAFF FOR some attendance figures for the 


day, he then leaned back in his chair for a moment. 


"You know," he said, "I don't even have a contract yet. There 


hasn't been time to get it drawn up and signed." 


"I had begun individual meetings with every member of the 


administrative staff when this thing started," he continued. 
"And I did get to meet with the principals and some of the staff. 
But that has had to wait. There are some immediate needs that 
I'd like to get started toward meeting right now, and I hope I'll 
be able to spend a bit less time at the high school and more time 
here now." 


Culwell, a strong believer in teaching the fundamentals first 


and the specialties as they fit into that scheme, pulled no pun- 
ches in the interview or when he addressed his faculty 10 days 
ago. 


He told that group that, as teachers, it was up to them to make 


learning an interesting proposition to the students. He had 
elaborated on that point and more in an interview that preceded 
that speech. 


"IT WOULD BE nice to tear down all these old buildings and 


build new ones, and to buy the latest in audio-visual equipment 
and start all the new programs we would like," he said, "but all 
the facilities, programs, and gimmicks in the world won't make 
good schools. The teacher is the factor, I don't care where you 
are. Put a good teacher in the classroom, a teacher who 
motivates, stimulates, and excites the kids, and you've got your 
good school system." 


And that, Cullwell says, is where he will work hardest for 


improvement. Speaking of the declining grade averages and 
charges that public schooling is on the decline, Culwell said a 
part of the blame lies in the home. 


"First of all, I don't subscribe to the view that the Corsicana 


Independent School district has gone to pot," he said. "It just 
isn't so. We have some soft spots and some weak spots to 
correct, and we will correct those. 


"THE SCHOOLS must accept their share of responsibility for 


the decline in education quality that we have experienced, but I 
am not willing to accept all of that responsibility," he added. 


And he had definite feelings about where that decline' is 


originating. 


"Our schools are nothing more and nothing less than a 


reflection of the society where we live," he said. "At home, we 
encourage our kids to take the easy way every time, and it's 
reflected in our schools. The kids probe for the soft spots and we 
accommodate them." 


When asked about his confidence in coming into the job on a 4- 


3 vote by the school board, Culwell was optimistic. 


"Remember," he said, "all of us are after the same thing, and 


that is what is best for the children of this city. And, like I told 
the board when they interviewed me,.I am always going to try 
and give them what the want, but you can be sure that I'll give 
them what they need. And that's why they hired me.'' 


RESPONDING TO charges that he favors the elimination of 


the so-called honors courses, Culwell said that was not so. 


"It breaks my heart to see capable and talented students 


4Put a good teacher in the 
clas8room...and you've got 


your good school system.' 


avoid some of the more challenging courses because they might 
be difficult," he said. "Five years ago, we offered many more 
advanced courses than we do now, that's true. But they're not 
here because there was nobody enrolled in them." 


Culwell said at first th.e had thought students were avoiding 


those courses in order not to risk a lower grade average that 
might affect their chances at a James L. Collins Scholarship. 


So the scholarship requirements were changed to include only 


the required courses taken by all students. 


There was no increase in enrollment in the advanced courses. 
"We are living in an undisciplined time," he noted. "And I 


think that as parents and teachers, we are morally obligated to 
educate toward self-discipline. That's our goal." 


Culwell said that he felt the faculty of CISD had a problem 


with morale that he would work to correct. Speaking of that 
problem and of the attitude of some in the city toward teachers, 
he had this to say. 


"WE HAD KIND of lost our direction, experienced a kind of 


period of indecision where there was uncertainty about the 
administration on the part of the faculty and the city," he said. 
"What we need to do, and what I am going to do, is to renew the 
faculty's enthusiasm and zest for teaching." Then, I'd like to 
improve the faculty's self image and image around town." 


As he pauses for a moment, the strength of Culwell's con- 


victions was evident as he spoke. 


"You know, I consider this to be the most honorable profession 


there is," he said of teaching. "Teaching is no picnic — it's 
demanding, emotionally and physically, and it doesn't end with 
the bell each day. 


"Without good teachers, we cannot have lawyers, doctors, 


engineers, or anybody else. They all begin in the hands of a 
teacher, and that's an awsome responsibility to realize," he 
said. 


While a consultant from North Texas State University 


evaluates the needs of the district, Culwell said he is awaiting 
those results while "setting the wheels in motion" for some 
changes he already sees as needed. 


ALTHOUGH HE has yet to make any staff changes, he in- 


dicated that some of his "key people" would be transferred 
within the district as he gears the staff to his administration. 


As to school financing, Culwell insists that more is not 


automatically better. 


"I feel comfortable in dealing with this budget," he said. "I 


think it's significant that, during the past 10 years our per-pupil 
expenditure has doubled, yet we're spending more to get less. 
That shows me at least that money isn't the panacea." 


"At this point," he added, "we're trying to provide something 


for everybody, and all of our efforts have suffered because of 
that. I visualize in my plans a return to the fundamental school 
where we teach a little patriotism and some fundamental values 
along with the basic skills a kid needs today." 


ONE WEEK and a lot of lost sleep later, he reiterated that 


point, and tired as he evidently was, his enthusiasm still showed. 


"If we can just get things back to normal," he said, "I can get 


down to doing my job. We've got a lot to get done and I'd like to 
get started."

mons during the two-hour lunch 
period at the high school. 


THE SCHOOL has three lunch 


periods between 11:15 a.m. and 
1:15 p.m. each day, with the 
involvement program seeking 
six to eight people to serve each 
day. 


Mrs. Art Keeney is coor- 


dinating efforts to locate the 
volunteers, and she reported 
Saturday that she already had 
six volunteers each for Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday of next 
week. 


Mrs. Keeney said she is still 


trying to find volunteers for the 
rest of the week, and that she 
hopes more volunteers than 
necessary can be enlisted. 


"There's a lot of time between

"We want to make the gate

THE GATE RATE is the 


amount the local gas company 
pays for gas the distribution 
division sends to the city — at 
the city "gate," so to speak. 


Jones said the commission 


normally acts on such matters 
in 30 to 60 days. 


He said if the company 


receives the request he does not 
know whether the company's 
raising local rates to reflect the 
new costs would require city 
commission approval or not. 


Lone Star's application noted 


that the current city gate rate, 
authorized by the commission 
effective July 1,1975, is $1.0399 
Mcf.

The petition also states that 


certain pages of the city's tax 
rolls are missing from time to 
time and that the rolls are kept 
in the premises of Loper's 
private business where they are 
not always accessible to the 
general public. 


Also alleged is that the city 


has failed to prepare a budget in 
certain years, "but has ex- 
pended City funds in an ar- 
bitrary and capricious manner 
to the damage of these Plaintiff 
taxpayers and all other tax- 
payers within the City." 


The petition also alleges that 


a conflict of interest exists 
because 
city 
funds 
are 


deposited in the First State 
Bank of Rice, of which Mayor 
Ron Cavender is president, and 
says that City funds are not 
being properly managed, "in 
that, to the best knowledge and 
belief of these Plaintiffs, none 9f 
the City's funds are deposited in 
interest bearing accounts..." 


THE PETITION asks that a 


qualified 
appraiser 
be 
ap- 


pointed by the court to appraise 
the city's property and that 
auditors be appointed to audit 
the city's financial records and 
install 
proper 
accounting 


systems. 


The petition further asks that 


the defendants be enjoined from 
collecting any further taxes 
from the plaintiffs, and that all 
taxes collected illegally

All County owned motor 


vehicles must be marked with 
the name of the county and title 
of the department or official 
having custody of the vehicle, 
but in Navarro County there are 
six vehicles which are not 
marked, five of those being 
driven by members of the 
Commissioners Court, the sixth 
is a pickup driven by Thomas 
Smith, courthouse custodian. 


Texas law states that all 


county owned vehicles must be 
marked with the name of of the 
county followed by in letters of 


not less than two inches high, 
the title of the department or 
official having custody of the 
vehicle. It further states that 
the inscription shall be in a 
color sufficiently different from 
the vehicle to be plainly legible. 


THE LAW provides that 


"whoever drives any motor 
vehicle belonging to any county 
upon the streets of any town or 
city or upon a public highway 
without the inscription printed 
thereon shall be fined not less 
than $25 nor more than $100." 


There is one exception, and it 


is the exception that County 


Judge Rob Dunn used to explain 
why the vehicles were not 
marked. Automobiles used by 
the Sheriff's Departments, shall 
be marked at the discretion of 
the sheriff. 


Dunn says that he has made 


the cars available 
to the 


Sheriff's department for their 
use, although the car is listed in 
his inventory and each precinct 
truck or car is listed in that 
precinct's inventory.

Service technician, says this is 
needless with present-day farm 
technology. These weeds are 
easily killed by a light ap- 
plication of 2, 4-D. Boomless 
sprayers can cover a swath up 
to 40 feet wide. 


While the cost of 2, 4-D is up, 


so is the cost of mowing. In this 
day and time it is just the lesser 
of two evils, and Minze believes 
that the lesser evil is to use 2,4- 
D at the rate of one quart per 
acre. This is easily applied with 
12-15 gallons of wter. Caution 
should be used not to damage 
susceptible crops and the label 
on the can should always be 
followed closely.
